This responds to your publie records request received by this office on July 2, 2019 seeking: 

“All documents and official communications pertaining to State Secretary of Energy and 
Environmental Affairs Richard K. Sullivan’s finding, in March 2013, that the BU Biolab 
(officially called “the Boston University National Emerging Infectious Disease Laboratory”) 
“adequately and properly complies” with state environmental law. This includes memorandums 
and reports used to evaluate or analyze the environmental impact report submitted to the 
Executive Office of Energy and Environmental Affairs by Boston University in spring 2013 
(cited in the following article):

You may also file a 
civil action in accordance with M.G.L. c. 66, § lOA.
